They Are Good 
Friends And Have 
Been For Years

KEY WEST, Fla., Dec. 16 


— (/P) — President Truman 
today made it a matter of 
record that he and General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower are 
"good friends and always 
have been." 


Apparently 
concerned 
about 


stories out of Key West that he 
regards the former Army chief of 
staff as a candidate for the presi- 
dency, the presidential press sec- 
retary Charles G. Ross told re- 
porters: 


"The President wants it to go 


on record that he and General 
Eisenhower are good friends and 
always have been." 


Ross 
himself 
described 
the 


stories as "souped-up" and said 
he knew of no intimates with 
whom the President has discussed 
the possibility . of Eisenhower be- 
coming a candidate. 
Not Talking: 
The White House reaction came 


after Eisenhower, now president 
of Columbia University, said he 
was not a candidate, no matter 
what any one thinks, and will not 
be talked into becoming one. 


"Does the 
President 
regard 


General Eisenhower as a candi- 
date?" a reporter asked Ross. 


The secretary said "I don't know 


what is in his (the President's) 
mind. The President is not talk- 
ing about it along those lines."

Not long ago a national magazine conducted 


a poll to find out how much religion means to 
Americans. One over-all finding was that many 
Americans do not know 'what the essence of re- 
ligion is. Another was that many peopl^ are too 
smug and self-satisfied regarding the way they 
•live and -think. 
- 


Ninety-one per cent of the persons questioned 


claimed they were honestly trying to lead a good 
life. But more than "half of these individuals seem- 
ed to think they could lead good lives without 
bringing God into the picture. 


Nearly a third said they were trying to lead 


good lives for the sake of "inner satisfaction," or 
for "peace of mind." Nineteen per cent said their 
reason was to exert a good influence on others. 
Twenty-five per cent felt it was important 'to lead 
a good lifg, for the sake of their immortal souls. 


The prevalence of self-satisfied attitudes was 


indicated when 83 per cent of the persons ques- 
tioned thought they really obeyed the command- 
ment, "Love Thy Neighbor as Thyself." At the 
same time, 82 per cent thought their fellow neigh- 
bors were not loving their neighbors as they 
should. 


It seems a fair conclusion from this poll that 


people are better able to see the mote in some- 
one else's eye than to pluck the beam out of their 
own. 
There also appears to be a widespread fail- 


ure to 'understand that genuine religion means 
living as close to God as possible in thought, 
purpose, and humble submission to His will in all 
things. 


Undoubted]}'-, there is a paramount need, for 


humility, the spirit thai man must always culti- 
vate if he is to earn true justification in the sight 
of his Creator.

Israel Learned 
God is Everywhere 


By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
Somewhere 
when 
I 
was a 


youngster I read the story of 
an atheist, who, in that mistaken 
;eal which makes a sort of re- 
ligion out of atheism, had set up 
a sign in his home, "God is No- 
where," in letters of equal size, 
but when 
he asked his little 


daughter 'to read it, she read it, 
'God Is Now Here." 


God was there and He is every- 


where. Jesus said to the Woman 
of Samaria that the hour was 
coining when men should worship 
Lhe Father, neither in the temple 
at Jerusalem, nor in the moun- 
tain of Samaria; that God is a 
spirit, and that they that worship 
Him must worship Him in spirit 
and in truth. 


That Spirit is as ever present 


and universal as are light and 
radio waves in the physical world 
That men should hear the voice 
of God and commune with Him 
is much greater and more sublime 
but not more wonderful than the 
hearing of voices on the radio. 
The laws and realities of the 
spiritual world are as much a 
part of man's heritage through 
the Creator, as are the physical 
laws and wonders of His universe. 


But men of religion, even in 


Israel, did not always so know 
God, 
and apprehend Him. To 


those of lesser faith and vision 
He seemed the God of Israel, but 
not the God of the whole world, 
and with such limited and local- 
ized conceptions oC God and wor 
ship it was easy for the1 people 
to fall into that idolatry which 
was an ever-present 
peril and 


curse. 


But what hope and faith were 


,here for a people in exile, cast 
away from their, homeland and 
their holy city and temple? The 
prophet Jeremiah saw his people 
in that disastrous situation, the 
great mass of them carried off 
into exile by the Babylonian con- 
querors, though he himself was in 
the remnant that found refuge in 
Egypt. 


He reminded them that though 


they had forsaken God, God had 
not forsaken them. He was still 
iheir God, ready to make with 
;hem a new covenant (Jeremiah 
31:31-34). He foresaw their res- 
toration to their homeland, but 


encouraged them meanwhile to 


lead normal lives in the place of 
their exile (Chapter 29:5-7). 


As a matter of fact that period 


of the exile in Babylon became a 
glorious epoch in the religion of 
Israel. 
Out of it came great 


prophecies, like that of Ezekiel 
and the later chapters of the 
Book of Isaiah, with their vision, 
not only of a restored Israel, but 
of a transformed and glorified 
Israel, apprehending the largenes: 
and fullness of God's mercy, with 
the conception of a Savior who 
should be a light unto the Gen- 
tiles and the glory of Israel. 


The greatness of that progress 


into faith in a God of mercy and 
justice, everywhere present, the 
God of the whole world,' can 
hardly be overestimated. 
Israel 


through 
exile 
and 
suffering 


achieved what she had failed to

New FHA Restrictions Will 
Become Effective on Feb. 15

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—(IP)—On Feb. 15 the 


Federal Housing Administration (FHA) puts in- 
to effect its new rule cm restrictive covenants. 
It announced this yesterday. 


A step by step explanation is necessary to 


understand the rule. It can't be summed up 
in one sentence except after the details have 
been told. The following explanation was ob- 
tained from FHA. 


In' the first place, FHA is the government 


agency which—if you live up to its rules—will 
insure a bank against loss if the bank makes 
you a loan to buy a house. 


This has enabled a lot of people to buy homes. 


This year the FHA has insured loans for one- 
third of all the new homes built. 


As for a restrictive covenant: 
This is an 


agreement between the seller and buyer of a 
house that it won't be resold or rented to mem- 
bers of certain racial or religious groups, like 
Negroes or Jews. 
Gentlemen's Agreement 
Such a verbal agreement is only a gentle- 


man's agreement. It has no legal meaning. Any- 
one could break it, wit'a no legal action taken 
against him. • 


Until recently, it was thought that if such an 


agreement was written into the deeds of a piece 
of property and it was filed—made a matter 
of record—in a court, the courts would back 
it up and prevent a home-owner who made the 
covenant from selling or renting to. say, Negroes 
or Jews. 


But not long ago the Supreme Court ruled 


that restrictive covenants violate the Constitu- 
tion and no court can back them up. So the 
legal force of restrictive covenants was de- 
stroyed. 
Makes Its Own Ruling 


The FHA kept on making loans on property 


where there were such covenants. Now it has 
decided to follow somewhat the Supreme Court 
ruling by making a ruling of its own. This is it: 


After Feb. 15 the FHA will not insure a loan 


on a piece of property where a restrictive cove- 
nant has been made a matter of record after 
Feb. 15. 


Suppose, between now and Feb. 15 you buy 


a piece of property where the restrictive cove- 
riant has been a matter of record. What then? 


FHA will insure the loan because the cove- 


nant was on record before Feb. 15. But suppose 
you want to buy, after Feb. 15, a house where 
there has been a covenant on record before 
Feb. 15. 
Reason for Loan 


In that case, too, the FHA will make the loan. 


Why? Because the covenant was on record be- 
fore Feb. 15. What, then, does the new FHA 
rule mean? 


It means this: It will not insure a loan where 


a covenant is made a matter of record after 
Feb. 15, such as on a new house or an old one 
where there was no restrictive covenant before 
Feb. 15. 


But suppose the FHA, after Feb. 15, insures 


your loan and then, after getting it, you try 
to file some kind of restrictive covenant in a 
court record. Will the FHA call in your loan? 


It can't. The FHA hasn't put up any money. 


It's only insured the bank's money against loss. 
If the bank wants to call in your money, that's 
up to the bank. 
Just Suppose 
Suppose you haven't signed or agreed to a 


restrictive covenant of any kind, get the FHA 
loan, and then when it comes time to rent or 
sell the house you refuse to let it go, say, to 
a Negro or a Jew because he's a Negro or Jew. 
Can the FHA do anything about that? 


No. That's up to you. The FHA says it can't 


interfere with a person's right to refuse to sell 
to anyone for any reason. 


To sum up: Under the new rule you can get 


FHA help and discriminate, in renting or sell- 
ing, for racial or religious or any other reasons, 
provided—you haven't agreed to do so in a 
covenant made a matter of record after Feb. 15. 


Wisdom of The Maestro 


Arturo Toscanini, tie celebrated 
orchestra 


conductor, has refused the honor of becoming 
a lifetime member of the Italian Senate. In 
turning it down, he said it was "in contrast" 
with his feelings. He added, however, that he 
didn't mean to be unfiiendly and was "always 
ready to serve the Fatherland." 


We think the maestro did a wise thing. While 


music can be strongly political and partisan, 
the greatest of it is above these limitations. 
The enduring music belongs to all races, creeds 
and nations. It is to this music that Toscanini 
has given his whole li::e. 


To allow himself to lie drawn into the arena 


of practical affairs in any fashion would ob- 
viously be for him a descent from the high 
plane where he has tried to keep his work. 
We are glad to see his insistence upon main- 
taining his solitary eminence as a symbol of 
the best in human spirii;ual values. 


Anti-Red World Labor Group 
Needs All Help it Can Get

Free workingmen everywhere will hail the 


formation in London of a new non-Communist 
world labor federation. It is another healthy 
stride toward emancipating workers from the 
domination of self-serving Communists. 


Americans will be happy to note that both 


the American Federation of Labor and the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations have joined in 
support of this move. It is especially heartening 
to find the CIO in the new organization, for 
the U. S. group has long had its own internal 
troubles with Communists. 


The so-called International Confederation of 


Free Trade Unions was set up in London for 
the specific purpose of rivaling the older but 
now Communist-led World Federation of Trade 
Unions. 


The new federation will need all the strength 


it can muster for the job of facing down its 
entrenched rival. Hence it is to be hoped that 
European Christian unions, among whom Catho- 
lics predominate, may be persuaded to cast their 
lot with the infant unit. 


The Belgian Christian unionists already have 


announced their affiliation and it is believed 
the Italian group is solidly for the new inter- 
national. But the lefty French 
Confederation 


of Christian Workers has not yet acted. It was 
invited to join on condition 'of severing within 
two years its relation with the International 
Christian Confederation. 


While these Catholic groups unquestionably 


have a considerable tradition of common thought 
and action, the need for a stout labor bulwark 
against communism seems a compelling argu- 
ment for merging their efforts with other free 
workers. 


World Communist history makes it thorough- 


ly clear that the capture of the labor movement 
has always been a key tactic in Red strategy. 
In many places the Communists succeeded all 
too well, with the result that the infected unions 
have been warped to serve not their own in- 
terests but the fantastic political and economic 
purposes of Soviet Russia. 


For a long time free labor was either blind 


to this encroachment or lay supine before it. 
But that interval of inertia has passed. Work- 
ingmen who prize their liberties have risen in 
militant defense. 


Here in America the CIO has tossed out two 


unions led by Red sympathizers and threatens 
similar ouster of 1C others. Many other unions 
have set their own house in order by crushing 
Communist power in top councils. 


It is entirely fitting that thisi bold behavior 


now be transferred to the world stage. The 
creation of the International Confederation may 
mark The beginning of a progressive weakening 
of Communist influence in world labor affairs. 


Communism's attempt to appropriate labor's 


genuine goals as its own is one of the great 
frauds of history. Free labor appears well on 
the road to challenging successfully this colossal 
fakery. 


Need Impartial Inquiry 


The American Medical Association is planning 


a survey of national health insurance programs 
outside the United States. From the public's 
viewpoint, the AMA's study isn't likely to be 
any more useful than the overseas inquiry now 
being conducted by Oscar Ewing, Federal Se- 
curity Administrator. 


Both AMA and Ewing, whose office would 


handle a federal program, are interested parties 
in the U. S. debate over medical plans. Neither 
is liable to be objective. What the country ought 
to have is an impartial review of national medi- 
cal systems, with especial reference to Britain's 
experiment. That would give us a real guide to 
action here at home.

The Doctor Says— 


Accident-Prone People Should 
Be Kept From Harming Others

Accidents of all kinds are re- 


sponsible for many deaths and 
cases of invalidism 
each 
year. 


Nearly every general hospital has 
many patients in it all the time 
who have Been injured in one way 
or another—and many could have 
been prevented. 


Some people seem to be par- 


ticularly likely to be involved in 
accidents. In recent years the per- 
son who shows special liability to 
accident's has been called an "acci- 
dent-prone" individual. 


An example recently quoted is 


interesting. In the state of Con- 
necticut, a six-year study showed 
that about 4_per cent of drivers of 
automobiles involved in traffic ac- 
cidents are involved in more than 
one-third of all such accidents. 
The same thing applies in indus- 
try. For example, a large truck- 
ing company has reduced its acci- 
dent rate to one-fifth of its pre- 
vious record merely by discovering 
those drivers who were accident 
prone and by transferring them 
to other duties. 
Endangers Us All 
All this may mean life or death 


to the rest of us .because at any 
time we may get tangled up at 
a stop light with someone who just 
cannot stay out of trouble. This 
was only too well shown not long 
ago 
in 
the 
death of Margaret 


Mitchell, 
the 
author of "Gone 


With the Wind," who was hit by 
an automobile driven by someone 
who had a long record of traffic 
trouble. 


There are ways of picking these 


dangerous people out. It has been 
pointed out, for example, that the 
accident-prone individual is "de- 
cisive or even impulsive. He (or 
she) 
concentrates upon immediate 


pleasures or satisfaction arid is 
apt to act upon the spur of the 
moment." The accident-prone per- 
son has an instinct of rebellion 
and lesentment and demonstrates 
the "show-off" and "dont-give-a- 
damn" type of psychology,

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 16—(£>)— 


United States Steel Corporation 
Thursday announced a price in- 
crease averaging about 4 percent 
for most steel product;;. 


President Benjamin F. Feirless 


said in a statement "the overall 
effect of these new mill prices is 
an average increase of about 10 
cents per hundred pounds in our 
announced' mill prices." 


He added:, 
"An average further puce in- 


crease of about 10 cents per hun- 
dred pounds will result from such 
adjustments in extras and deduc- 
tions. Together this produces an 
average increase of approximately 
four per, cent in the present aver- 
age selling price of our subsidiar- 
ies' steel products." 


Fairless said the price revisions 


"reflect actual and approaching 
changes in the cost of production 
x x x , including the substantial 
higher cost to result when our new 
insurance and pension programs 
become effective." 


The new" prices becomes effec- 


tive at 12:01 a. m. (EST) tomor- 
row (Friday). 


An exception in the new price 


schedule is tin plate. Starting Jan- 
uary 1, 1950, the price of tin mill 
products, sold by contract on an 
annual basis, will be reduced 
about 83.50 per ton. That reduc- 
tion reflects recent cuts in the 
cost of tin. 


Probe Is Contemplated 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—(4>)— 


Congressional investigators sought 
Thursday night to forestall a gen- 
eral steel price increase after the 
U. S. Steel Corporation boosted 
its products $4 a ton. 


Senator

It 
was not until 1945 that an atom 
research station .of any size was 
set up at Harwell in Britain.
